remittance in full accompanies the order. We recommend this method of 
ordering as the most satisfactory. 


Cc. O. D. EXPRESS SHIPMENTS 


Upon receipt of a deposit sufficient to cover express charges both ways we 
will ship C. O. D. for the balance due, to be collected by your Express Agent 
upon delivery of the goods. An extra charge governed by distance and 
amount of money to be returned is made by the Express Company on all C. 0.

Monthly Prizes 


A great many successful room keepers obtain most excellent results in 
keeping up the patronage on their bowling alleys, by offering prizes from time 
to time for the highest score made by the players during a certain period. 

_ The increased patronage obtained by this means will make up the cost of 
prizes several times over. 

___ This feature of the business is one that should receive careful considera- 
tion of the enterprising room keeper. He must not get impressed with the 
belief that bowling is a dead issue in his particular locality. The interest is 
in a majority of cases, exactly what the room keeper makes it. 

If he has lack of ambition and a feeling that the business cannot be made 
a success, it may be taken for an assured fact that his opinion will shortly be 
reflected in the general appearance and condition of his place. 

Prizes of one kind or another, are most excellent means for creating a 
riyalry and inducing the players to practice frequently. The average player 
will value a prize costing a comparatively small amount, more than he would 
three or times the amount incash. The honor of having won a trophy has 
a telling effect in a majority of cases. 

The prizes need not necessarily be extravagant or expensive. They can 
consist of bowling shoes, a special ten-pin ball, a ten-pin ball bag, a silver 
cup or emblem. 

We show several emblems of moderate cost in this price list. Any one of 
them would be valued for more than it is worth by a bowler who succeeded in 
winning it under competitive conditions of any kind. 

Where prizes of this kind are made use of, it is well to award them at the 
end of the week or month, and it is frequently advisable to have one prize of 
better value to carry over for a period of three or four months. Call this the 
Grand Quarterly Prize or some other distinctive designation that will strike 
the fancy of the bowler.
